Anger as youth filmed 
swallowing a goldfish 


RSPCA and residents disgusted over 
YouTube clip filmed at Newmarket fair 


RESIDENTS have reacted with 
anger and disgust after a video 
posted on YouTube showed a 
teenager apparently swallow¬ 
ing a live goldfish at a fun fair in 
Newmarket. 

The video, uploaded to You¬ 
Tube on April 5, appears to show 
the boy take what is said to be a 
live goldfish from a bag before 
putting it in his mouth and swal¬ 
lowing it. 

More than 1,200 people have 
watched the clip, during which 
one of the group with the boy 
asks “where’s the fish?” and an¬ 
other replies, “he just ate it”. 

When the video was posted on 
social media, many vented their 
anger. 

On the Spotted in Newmarket 
Facebook page, Rachael Raines 
posted: “Oh dear, with no com¬ 
passion for small animals is 
there any wonder why cruelty 
to other animals is on a rapid 
increase?” 

Caroline Cummins added: “ [It 
is] wrong and idiotic if any of 
you think it’s OK for an act like 
this to happen.”

Larry Gray, of L Gray and Sons 
Funfairs, which ran the fair on 
George Lambton Playing Fields 
from April 2-5, said the incident 
was “disgusting” and “disgrace¬ 
ful”. 

He said: “That is terrible. We 
completely condemn this and 
we are very upset to hear about 
it. Goldfish are given as prizes at 
the fair but they are only given 
to adults or adults with fami¬ 
lies. 

“Stall holders would 
not give goldfish to 
teenagers. We are very 
surprised to see this. It 
is absolutely disgrace¬ 
ful.” 

Eating live fish is an 
offence under the Ani¬ 
mal Welfare Act according 
to the RSPCA. 

Spokeswoman Katya Mira 
said: “Eating a live animal and 
posting a film of it on the inter¬ 
net is not some light-hearted 
joke - it is unacceptable. 

“It sends out a clear message 


that animal cruelty is OK as long 
as it is in the guise of entertain¬ 
ment.” 

She added that a number of 
similar cases had been report¬ 
ed to them recently, thought to 
have been because of the Ne- 
knominate trend - where people 
encouraged Facebook friends 
to take part in bizarre drinking 
games - but they feared they 
could be “just the tip of the ice¬ 
berg”. 

In 2012, Louis Cole up¬ 
loaded footage to YouTube 
of him eating a goldfish, 
which saw the RSPCA 
launch an investiga¬ 
tion on the grounds of 
causing unnecessary 
suffering to an ani¬ 
mal under the Animal 
Welfare Act 2006 and 
for breaching the duty of 
a person responsible for an 
animal to ensure its welfare. 

The RSPCA would like to hear 
from anyone with information 
about the person in the video.

Andrew’s race 
team reach US 


A SAILOR who was thrown 
overboard into the Pacific 
Ocean is back on dry land 
after his yacht team com¬ 
pleted the latest stage in a 
round-the-world race. 

Andrew Taylor, who grew 
up in Newmarket, had to be 
pulled from the water after 
he fell into the sea during a 
storm on March 31. 

The 46-year-old was in the 
water for 90 minutes. De¬ 
spite his ordeal, which left 
him suffering from hypo¬ 
thermia and severe shock, 
Mr Taylor was alongside the 
rest of his crew as they com¬ 
pleted the 10th stage of the 
Clipper Round the World 
Yacht Race. 

They came in sixth place, 
and sailed under the Golden 
Gate Bridge, San Francisco, 
at 9.28pm on Saturday. 

Mr Taylor has since been 
transferred to the city’s hos¬ 
pital. Doctors revealed that

his leg is deeply bruised, not 
broken. 

He said: “I’m under no il¬ 
lusion that I am a very lucky 
man. I’m very happy to be 
here in San Francisco - I 
need to say thank you to a 
lot of these guys behind me 
for the work that they put 
in for the search and rescue 
operation.” 

A surgeon will assess Mr 
Taylor’s leg on Monday to 
decide whether he can con¬ 
tinue with the final stages 
of the 40,000 mile race - the 
longest in the world. 

Mr Taylor’s yacht was 
about halfway through the 
5,600-mile leg across the Pa¬ 
cific, from Qingdao, China, 
to San Francisco when the 
accident happened. 

He was trying to change 
a head sail with Irish skip¬ 


per Sean McCarter when the 
boat rolled violently and he 
was thrown into the water, 
despite being clipped on. 

He said: “I kept myself re¬ 
ally busy whilst I was in the 
water. 

“There was a lot for me to 
do, a lot for me to concen¬ 
trate on, and what I needed 
to do to survive. 

“The guys on the boat 
were doing everything they 
needed to do so it was im¬ 
portant I did the same. 

“There were a few times I 
did wonder if I was going to 
get back on the boat or not 
but I’m here and on the boat, 
many thanks to the crew. It 
was an epic piece of work to 
find me.” 

The 11th leg of the race 
will start on April 19. 

Teams will race down to 
Central America, through 
the Panama Canal and then 
onto New York via Jamaica.

Speedway noise 
battle: 17,000 
back campaign 


PETITIONS launched by the 
owners of Mildenhall Speed¬ 
way in the latest step of a 
legal battle over noise have 
almost 17,000 signatures. 

Last month, the Supreme 
Court granted an appeal 
made by Katherine Law¬ 
rence and Raymond Shields, 
reawarding them £20,000 
compensation because of 
the noise they endured from 
the stadium at their home 
in Lenland, Cooks Drove in 
West Row. The property is 
560 metres from the home 
of the Len Tigers speedway 
team, Mildenhall Stadium. 

The petition, entitled ‘Save 
Mildenhall Stadium and give 
rights to existing activities 
with planning permission 
and local residents’ support’, 
urges Parliament to overturn 
the decision, which they say 
would “save stock car racing

and speedway at Milden- 
hall”. 

In a statement, RDC Pro¬ 
motions said: “This decision 
not only threatens the fu¬ 
ture of Mildenhall Stadium, 
which stages around 40 mo¬ 
tor racing events a year and 
as many as two greyhound 
meetings a week, but also 
threatens the future of all 
motor racing venues as well 
as all sporting, leisure and 
arts venues.” 

RDC Promotions have 
also called on Parliament to 
change the law, protecting 
other venues from legal ac¬ 
tion. 

While the online peti¬ 
tion is on its way to passing 
12,000 signatures, the paper 
petition has reached around 
another 5,000 people. 


Michael Coventry of RDC 
Promotions added: “We 
hope to have another ele¬ 
ment to the campaign to 
involve those under the age 
of 18 who are not allowed 
to sign the petition but we 
feel should be allowed a say 
as their hobbies are under 
threat from this as well.” 

Ms Lawrence and Mr 
Shields lived at the ad¬ 
dress between January 2006 
and May 2010. The couple 
claimed they did not know 
they were moving near the 
stadium. They were awarded 
£20,000 damages from the 
High Court in 2011 before 
they were stripped by the 
Court of Appeal in 2012. 

They were then re award¬ 
ed again last month by the 
Supreme Court, which will 
be giving the £20,000 to the 
couple on May 15.

LAST Friday, people across the 
country spent a day fasting as part 
of a national campaign to draw 
attention to hunger in Britain. I 
joined in because think it's wrong 
that there are now 55 foodbanks 
in the east of England. Even though 
the people who run them are doing 
a fantastic job, it's surely a job that 
they shouldn't have to be doing at 
all. 

To my mind, it's up to 
Government to make sure that work 
pays enough for people to properly 
provide for their families, that food 
is marketed in a way which allows 
people to afford a healthy diet, and 
crucially, that the welfare system 
actually does its job of providing a 
robust last line of defence against 
hunger in this country. 

This isn't welfare scrounging: it's 
one of the arrangements we make 
to help each other, in a civilised 
society. 

Obliging people who haven't 
got enough to eat to fall back on 
the goodwill of charity volunteers 
is a step back to a dangerously 
Dickensian past. 

Everybody knows that food prices 
have been rising; they've doubled 
in the past 10 years. 

Now the Government's welfare 
cuts have led to benefits sanctions 
being imposed on thousands more 
people - more than 60,000 in the 
east in 2012/13. 

It's shocking that the number of 
people treated for malnutrition in 
our region actually rose from 209 in 
2008 to 331 in 2012. 

The government may be content 
for this to happen, but are we? 

The Trussell Trust, one of the 
largest operators of foodbanks, 
supported last week's action along 
with Church Action Poverty and 
the Quakers (to whom I belong). 
They all agree, we shouldn't simply 
accept the existence of foodbanks 
as a new fact of life without 


understanding the reasons why 
they're suddenly so needed.

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Jockey’s fall 
20 years ago 
‘contributed 
to her death’ 


A FALL in which a leading lady jock¬ 
ey was paralysed contributed to her 
death more than 20 years later, an in¬ 
quest has heard. 

Sharron Murgatroyd, 54, died 
in West Suffolk Hospital on March 
28 after being admitted following a 
suspected heart attack at her home 
in Newmarket Road, Kennett, three 
days earlier. 

The inquest at Ipswich heard that 
despite initially making progress, 
Miss Murgatroyd’s condition began 
to deteriorate. 

She died on the evening of March 
28 while members of her family were 
travelling to the hospital from their 
home in Keighley, West Yorkshire. 

A post mortem examination 
confirmed that death had been due

to pneumonia. 

In a statement, Dr Charles Parker, 
a member of the team treating Miss 
Murgatroyd, said injuries sustained 
in 1991 during a race at Bangor had 
left her particularly prone to chest 
infections and respiratory problems. 

Dr Parker said her injuries had con¬ 
tributed to her death although it was 
not possible to say by what extent. 

The inquest heard how Miss Mur¬ 
gatroyd was left paralysed from the 
chest down after her horse Inde¬ 
pendent Air fell at the last in a race 
at Bangor. 

Despite initially being given a life 
expectancy of five years, she went on 
to write four books, went scuba div¬

ing and helped raise money for the 
Injured Jockeys Fund with a tandem 
skydive. 

Her lifetime interest in horses had 
begun in childhood when her par¬ 
ents purchased a pony and after 
leaving school at 16 she went to work 
in the racing industry, going on to 
win seven flat races and seven over 
jumps. 

She went on to open her own livery 


stables at her home in Kennett before 
her accident. 

Recording a verdict that Miss Mur¬ 
gatroyd died as a result of pneumo¬ 
nia, Suffolk Coroner Dr Peter Dean 
said: “She clearly was a brave and in¬ 
spirational person.”

Sculptor captures 
victorious Makfi

A FAMOUS racehorse is set to be im¬ 
mortalised in a life-size sculpture by 
a local artist. 

Twenty-five-year-old Edward 
Waites, from Chippenham, has spent 
six weeks scupting Makfi, a horse 
known for his success in the 2,000 
Guineas in 2010. 

Edward created the metal struc¬ 
ture, taking three weeks, before 
moulding the clay, which took an¬ 
other weeks to finish. 

Edward said: “I have chosen 
to sculpt Makfi as I have already 
sculpted his sire Dubawi and they 
share a few characteristics. 

“I had originally done a 
smaller sculpture and then 
decided to do this much 
bigger size. 

“Makfi has a handsome head with 
a wide jaw and a strong form. He is 
quite cheeky as well.” 

Three-year-old Makfi, who cur¬ 
rently stands at Tweenhills stud, in 
Gloucester, was trained by French 
trainer Mikel Delzangles and is best 
known for winning the 2,000 Guin¬ 
eas in 2010 and his Group One glory 
in defeating Goldikova in the Prix 
Jacques le Marois at Deauville. 

His life-size replica will be 
exhibited in Newmarket as part of 
the Guineas Festival on May 3 and 
4, where Edward will present the 
sculpture to the horse’s owner. 

He added: “He is owned by Sheikh 
Fahad A1 Thani from Qatar. 

“I will be showing the piece at the 
Guineas and it will be presented to 
Sheikh Fahad on the day. 

“I am quite nervous to present it 


because he owns the horse and Makfi 
has a lot of features that set him 
apart.” 

Makfi will then take up residence 


at the Chelsea Flower Show between 
May 20-24 and will eventually be cast 
in bronze, a process that can take 
about eight months.

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Suffolk crime 
rates drop by 
7.1 per cent 

CRIME rates in Suffolk have de¬ 
creased over the past year - but 
drug offences have increased by 
6.3 per cent, the police have an¬ 
nounced. 

A drop of 7.1 per cent was re¬ 
corded across Suffolk last year, 
with 2,793 fewer crimes being 
recorded in the county. A total of 
36.441 were recorded across the 
county. 

The number of crimes solved by 
Suffolk police has also increased 
by 2.4 per cent. 

Vehicle crime also decreased by 
17 per cent and domestic burgla¬ 
ry also decreased by 24 per cent in 
the last year. 

But the number of drug offenc¬ 
es increased by 6.3 per cent, with 
116 crimes committed from April 
1,2013, to March 31, 2014. 

Chief constable Douglas Pax¬ 
ton said: “We share a vision with 
the PCC of making Suffolk a safer 
place to live, work, travel and in¬ 
vest. Our performance this year 
reflects an organisation which 
is dedicated and determined to 
make Suffolk safer. 

“Crime is down and our solved 
rate is up, reflecting a real team 
effort by officers and staff across 
the force.” 

PCC Tim Passmore said the fig¬ 
ures fitted into the county’s police 
and crime plan. 


Parish council 
could expand

A PARISH council could be set to 
expand in the next election fol¬ 
lowing a review by Forest Heath 
District Council (FHDC). 

Kentford’s council could in¬ 
crease in size from five council¬ 
lors to seven if current proposals 
are successful. 

An increased number of coun¬ 
cillors is expected to lead to im¬ 
proved democracy, greater en¬ 
gagement and better local service 
delivery. 

FHDC said it was reviewing the 
governance of Kentford because 
the number of councillors cur¬ 
rently had “caused difficulty” for 
the parish council. 

This was said to be because of 
the number of planning applica¬ 
tions being submitted, making 
their workload increase “substan¬ 
tially”. 

The size of the council meant 
that problems arise with having a 
quorate meeting if some council¬ 
lors are unable to attend, particu¬ 
larly if there is a vacancy on the 
council, the FHDC website said. 

For the next month and a half,

local residents will be invit¬ 
ed to have their say dur¬ 
ing a consultation which 
will decide the final out¬ 
come. 

Cllr Stephen Ed¬ 
wards, FHDC’s cabinet 
member for resources, 
governance and perfor¬ 
mance, said: “Any changes 
in the parish’s electoral ar¬ 
rangements must reflect what 
is best for the community - in 


terms of improved local democ¬ 
racy, greater community engage¬ 
ment and better local service de¬ 
livery. 

“So I would urge electors and 
other interested parties to have 
their say during the consulta¬ 
tion.” 

Government guidance on com¬ 
munity governance suggests 
there should be a minimum of 
seven parish councillors, the 
website added. 

The consultation into Kentford

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Man attacked his 
former partner in 
her home, court told 


A NEWMARKET man who sub¬ 
jected his ex-partner to a vio¬ 
lent hour-long ordeal has been 
given a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Lewis Foster, 24, also dam¬ 
aged the inside of her home 
and attacked one of her friends. 

On Thursday at Ipswich 
Crown Court, Foster, of Engel¬ 
hard Road, Newmarket, was 
sentenced to 18 months im¬ 
prisonment suspended for two 
years. He had pleaded guilty to 
two offences of assault, assault 
causing actual bodily harm and 
criminal damage. 

Prosecuting, Michael Crimp 
said the first assault took place 
on October 5 when the friend 
had arrived at the same time as 
Foster at Churchill Court, New¬ 
market where his partner lived. 

In the hallway a scuffle 
broke out between the two 
men which ended with Foster 
punching the man in the face. 

While Foster was on bail for 
that offence he had punched 
the woman and put his forearm 
across her neck during a distur¬ 


bance at her flat. 

After being arrested and 
questioned, Foster was re¬ 
leased on bail on condition that 
he did not go to Churchill Court 
or contact the woman. 

Mr Crimp said that on De¬ 
cember 15, Foster had turned 
up at her home and she had 
tried to dial 999 but he snatched 
the phone from her. 

She was struck in the face and 
had her head forced against a 
cabinet shattering one of the 
glass doors, said Mr Crimp. 

Foster then head-butted the 
bathroom cabinet, before try¬ 
ing to push the woman back 
into the bath. 

Foster repeatedly kicked 
her while she was on the floor 
before sitting astride her and 
banging her head on the floor. 

Mr Crimp said the woman 
managed to pick up an object 
and strike Foster which made 
him briefly stop his attack. 

Foster opened a window of 
the high rise flat and ran to¬ 
wards it telling her: “I’m go¬ 
ing to kill myself and you’ll get 


done for murder” but she was 
able to restrain him. 

The ordeal came to an end 
when a neighbour, alerted by 
the noise, raised the alarm. 

Defending, Richard Potts 
said the couple had previously 
been in a “volatile” and “toxic” 
relationship and Foster was not 
normally a violent man. 

He said the 113 days which 
Foster had spent in custody on 
remand awaiting sentencing 
had been a shock to him. 

Mr Potts said: “It had been 
something that I don’t think 
for a moment he would have 
contemplated could have hap¬ 
pened to him.” 

judge Goodin also ordered 
Foster to carry out 180 hours 
of unpaid community work, be 
under Probation Service super¬ 
vision for two years and pay the 
woman £200 compensation. 

judge Goodin told Foster that 
he had “narrowly” escaped im¬ 
mediate custody and he would 
be required to participate in a 
60 session Thinking Skills pro¬ 
gramme.

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Thieves target 
RAF base - to 
steal a shed

THIEVES have cut their 
way into one of Britain’s 
highest security air bases - 
and stolen a shed. 

A gap 8ft tall and 2ft wide 
was found in the perimeter 
fence at RAF Mildenhall in 
Suffolk, home to US and 
RAF servicemen. 

The intruders then got 
through and dismantled a 
12 ft by 8ft shed - complete 
with solar panel - from an 
adjacent housing area for 
personnel on the base. 

They passed the pieces 
through the hole and made 
off with the shed across 
the fields surrounding the 
base. 

Ministry of Defence po¬ 
lice are investigating and 
have since found other 


holes in the perimeter. One 
report said they discov¬ 
ered holes behind sheds at 
five different properties in 
the three weeks before the 
theft. 

Squadron Leader Rick 
Fryer said: “Faintly amus¬ 
ing to us with a sense of 
humour was that through 
one of the holes, an entire 
garden shed was stolen. It’s 
not a small shed. 

“It’s rather disappointing 
the neighbours didn’t no¬ 
tice, because the house was 
unoccupied.” 

He added: “If anyone 
tries to sell you a nice new 
shed with a solar panel at¬ 
tached to the roof, that’s 
the one that was nicked. 

“We are increasing our 
own police presence. I 
know it happens else¬ 
where.” 


The incident happened 
in the north-west corner of 
the base. 

Staff Sergeant Krystie 
Martinez said: “There have 
been recent incidents 
when individuals have cut 
holes in the fences behind 
our base housing area on 
Valiant Street. During one 
incident, a garden shed 
which had a solar panel at¬ 
tached was dismantled and 
stolen.” 

RAF Mildenhall is a base 
for US Airforce units - in- 
luding Air Combat Com¬ 
mand, Special Operations, 
Air Mobility and a Navy 
unit. It is the second big¬ 
gest US Air Force base in 
Europe. 

The Ministry of Defence 
Police who dealt with the 
theft were unavailable for 
comment.

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Dog mess: Do 
we need bins 
or educating? 


A “TERRIBLE” problem with dog mess 
in Newmarket has been highlighted by 
councillors. 

Dog mess plaguing George Lambton 
playing fields in the town was discussed 
in a council meeting. Cllr Dave Hudson 
told councillors several people had ap¬ 
proached him regarding the problem. 

He said: “It’s absolutely terrible. If 
you’re taking your dog out in the evening 
you can’t see it at all and then you are in 
it.” 

Deputy Mayor Rachel Hood 
added: “Everyone needs to clean 
up after their dog’s mess.” 
Chairman, Cllr Warwick Hirst, 
suggested “strong worded 
notices” were needed for pet 
owners, but Cllr Hood said 
measures needed to go beyond 
that to get people to act. 

She said: “You need to pick up 
after your dogs and if there is no en¬ 
forcement, people won’t bother.” 

Newmarket Town Council decided 
they would write to Forest Heath District 
Council to ask for dog bins and signs to

be installed at the playing fields. 

Residents complained about prob¬ 
lems with dog fouling on George Lamb- 
ton fields to the News last October. Peter 
Ryan said: “People should pick it up. A 
dog is for life so it is the responsibility of 
the dog walker to pick it up.” 

A spokesperson for FHDC said: “We 
have not had a specific complaint 
recently concerning this area but 
the problem of dog fouling does 
arise in areas where there are a 
lot of dog walkers, the minority 
of whom do not clear up after 
their pets. 

“There are currently five dog 
bins and two litter bins on the 
field and further dog bins just be¬ 
yond this area, which is sufficient 
provision. 

“However, we will investigate this mat¬ 
ter to determine the extent of the prob¬ 
lem and what further action, if any, is 
required.”

When Alice Leadbeter was struck 
down with postnatal depression, 
she didn’t think she’d ever get 
better. But with the right help 
and plenty of determination, she 
has rebuilt her life - and wants 
to help others do the same, as 
she told Emma Higginbotham. 


BUBBLY, easy-going and blessed 
with an infectious laugh, Alice 
Leadbeter is great company. Her 
house has the cosily chaotic feel of 
a large, happy family - photos of 
sons James, 10, Thomas, 8 and 
Harry, 5, smile down from every 
wall, and toys fight for space with 
colourful beads and yarns; as well 
as being a primary school teacher, 
Alice is a keen knitter and 
jewellery-maker. 

But the craft projects were taking 
a back seat when we met, as the 
40-year-old was in training to run 
Sunday’s London Marathon. And 
her chosen charity? Mind. Because 


in spite of her cheerful nature, not 
so long ago Alice was in the dark 
depths of postnatal depression: ‘At 
my worst, I didn’t think I’d ever 
recover,” she says. “But now I’m 
better than I’ve ever been.” 

Alice, who lives in Burwell, 
always wanted to be a mum. She 
and husband Ian were delighted 
when James was born and, with no 
history of depression, revelled in 
her time with her new baby. 

“I’m a perfectionist, as many 
teachers are; we have very high 
standards, and I remember thinking 
‘Gosh, my life’s so much easier now, 
I’ve got so much more time than 


when I’m teaching’!” says Alice, 
laughing. “I had time to actually 
think about what I was going to 
wear in the morning, and maybe 
put a bit of make-up on...” 

But when Thomas arrived, Alice 
wasn’t quite so breezy: “I was on 
the edge, I think. I had a lovely 
health visitor who was watching 
me: she just picked up that I was 
not ‘not coping’, but just mentally 
not quite where I should be. But 
then when I had Harry it all fell 
apart.” 

During her pregnancy, life had 
become increasingly stressful for 
Alice. Little Thomas was very 


poorly with asthma, “and we spent 
a lot of time in the hospital with 
him, which was obviously really 
worrying,” she recalls. 

“Every mum wants everything 
to be perfect for their children. You 
want them to have a wonderful 
upbringing and a great childhood, 
so I nearly killed myself trying to 
be here for James, as well as for 
Thomas in hospital, and trying to 
make it all alright.” 

When Harry arrived, Alice 
struggled from the beginning. 
“There were lots of tears. Lots and 
lots of tears,” she says. “I loved 
my children to bits, and I would

do anything for them, but I 
remember lying on the bed 
upstairs in absolute tears, 
thinking ‘I can’t do this’.” 

Gradually, she felt herself 
withdrawing: “You almost shut 
down from the outside world. 
You’re in this little bubble, 
and nobody knows. I put on 
this big act; even people who 
were fairly close to me didn’t 
know because I kept them at a 
distance.” 

But at home Alice couldn’t 
hide and, she says, it was 
particularly tough for Ian: 
“When I was crying, he’d just 
say ‘What’s wrong?’ And I’d be 
like ‘I don’t know!’ 

“It’s so hard for the person 
watching you going through 
something, because they 
desperately want to help, but 
don’t really know how. I can’t 
fault him; he was brilliant and 
very hands-on. But I just shrank 
away from everybody.” 

“It wasn’t as extreme as 
some,” she adds. “Some people 
want to kill their children. But 
I could see that! I loved this 
thing with all my heart, but 
the demands it was expecting,” 
she says, shaking her head. 

“It’s mentally and physically 
draining, because they want 
you all the time.” 

Alice’s other issue was that 
she was never able to relax: 

“I couldn’t stop. I’d either 
be crumpled in tears or I’d 
be manic. The house had to 
be perfect - you can tell my 
standards have dropped! - but 
I had to have a perfect house, 
everything had to be ironed... I 
remember people saying to me 
‘It doesn’t matter,’ and I’d be 
like ‘But it DOES!’ I had such 
high expectations.” 

Luckily for Alice, her 
health visitor recognised that 
something was seriously wrong, 
even though at first she refused 
to admit it: “Who’s going to say 
‘Do you know what, I’m really 
not coping’?” she says. “You’re 
not! You’re a mother, you’re 
expected to cope. How often 
have you got those images of 
the perfect family thrown at you 
in the media? You can’t fail, and 
yet you do feel like a failure. 

“I used to think ‘What’s 
wrong with me? I’ve got three 
beautiful children, I’ve got 
everything I should want, but 
I’m not happy’. It’s horrid, 
really horrid, because you’re 
embarrassed. How can you 


admit to somebody that actually 
it’s not going right?” 

But Alice’s biggest fear was 
what might happen to her 
children if she told the truth: 

“It must have been in the back 
of my mind that they might be 
taken away because I couldn’t 
cope. I thought ‘If I can’t look 
after them, what’s going to 
happen?’ 

“It is really hard, but in order 
to get better, you have to admit 
that there’s a problem. And 
once I did reach out, I found 
that I had an amazing team 
behind me.” 

The health visitor had clearly 
voiced her worries to Alice’s 
GP and, when she went for her 
six week check-up, the doctor 
was ready: “She was just who 
I needed; she’s a mother, and 
she made it sound normal.” The 
doctor gave Alice some leaflets; 
by chance there was a postnatal 
depression group in the village, 
“and I phoned this lady, who 
came round to visit me. 

“She was brilliant, because 
she’d been through it herself, 
but I remember sitting here 
thinking ‘I’ll never be able to 
be like her. I can’t ever imagine 
recovering, and being like she 
is. There’s no way out of this’. 

“But she was the one who 
introduced me to knitting again. 
She said ‘I used to knit things 
for my daughter’s dolls, and I 
felt like I was doing something 
for her, but actually it was a 
way of sitting down’. And that 
was brilliant. I knitted as a 
teenager, so I just started again; 
it just meant that I could sit 
still and not feel guilty. Knitting 
is amazing because all you’re 
worrying about is the next 
stitch: you’re focused on that, 
rather than on everything else 
that’s going on.” 

Alice’s next step was to have 
counselling: “I’d got to a point 
where I realised I couldn’t go on 
like this, and I needed to throw 
everything I could at it. So I 
did. Counselling’s not right for 
everybody, but I was desperate. 
My counsellor was wonderful, 
and said ‘Focus on you: if you 
can’t look after yourself, then 
you can’t look after everybody 
else’.” 

Moreover Alice realised, with 
sadness, that she needed to 
give up her job. “It was a very 
hard decision. I was worried 
about what people would think 
of me - the general perception 


of mental health is that you’re 
completely nutty - and I was 
thinking ‘Will I ever get another 
job if it goes on my file?’ 

“But I wanted to get better, 
even though I didn’t actually 
believe I could at the beginning. 
So I just thought ‘I’m going to 
stop, spend the time with my 
children, and take one stress 
out of my life’.” 

She also decided to take anti¬ 
depressants, something she’d 
avoided to begin with: ‘Again, 
it’s another step to actually 
saying ‘You know what? I’ve 
accepted it’. And it’s just like 
any other medication: if it’s 
going to help you, what’s wrong 
with it? I just wanted to feel 
better.” 

For Alice, it worked. She 
busied herself with being the 
best mum she could be and, 
ever-energetic, threw herself 
into learning to make jewellery 
- and writing a blog about it. 
“When I wasn’t working, it was 
almost like I wasn’t a member 
of society, and that’s when 
blogging really helped - it was 
a connection with other people. 
I love it.” 

Today, Alice feels better 
than ever, not least because 
she’s back at work. With Harry 
starting school last September, 
she decided that the time was 
right, and now does a job-share 
at a local primary: “I really do 
love teaching,” she says. “Once 
a teacher, always a teacher...” 

So what would her advice be 
to someone who suspects they 
may have postnatal depression? 
“Don’t struggle on your own. If 
you can find a doctor who you 
really like, and who you think 
will listen to you, go and see 
them - even if it means waiting 
for a week. And don’t be afraid! 

I know it’s really hard, but 
people will understand. I’ve 
never felt anybody judging me 
in a negative way because of 
what I’ve admitted to.” 

Alice ran the marathon for 
for Mind - a charity she chose 
because of its determination to 
get people talking about mental 
health problems. 

“We need to get rid of the 
stigma. One in four people 
will be affected, which is an 
amazing statistic, and we really 
shouldn’t look at anybody 
differently. It’s an illness like 
any other illness, and if I can 
help one person by being open 
about it, it’ll be worth it.”

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Town opens 
eye care unit 
thanks to 
£114k grant

RESIDENTS of Newmarket could 
be seeing more clearly in the future 
thanks to a £114,000 medical grant. 

West Suffolk Hospital has become 
the country’s first to use specialist di¬ 
agnostic equipment within the com¬ 
munity. 

Now, patients will be able to go to 
Newmarket Hospital to have scans 
using a new optical coherence to¬ 
mography (OCT) machine, thanks to 
a £114,000 grant to purchase state-of- 
the-art machinery from Novartis. 

A total of 50 people are currently 
benefiting from the service, with this 
expected to increase. 

James Butcher, operational man¬ 
ager for head and neck specialites at 
the hospital, said: “We are delighted 
to have been awarded the grant from 
Novartis which has allowed us to pur¬ 
chase these fantastic machines for 
use within the community. 

“The whole project ties in closely 
with our philosophy of providing care 
closer to home and, where possible, 
sees us taking services to the patient 
rather than the other way around.” 

Patients using the service would 
usually have to travel up to Bury St 
Edmunds and use the hospital, but 
they can now be seen closer to home. 

Mr Butcher added: “Now images 
can be taken at much more conveni¬ 
ent locations and either viewed by

a consultant on site or sent back to 
West Suffolk to be reviewed remotely 
in a virtual clinic. 

“Many of our patients who have 
these conditions are older so to come 
into Bury to go to the hospital could 
be a burden for those living futher 
afield. 

“We hope the new service will save 
them time while reducing waiting 
lists by increasing the number of pa¬ 
tients we are able to see.” 

Over the months, treatment is set 
to be offered in Newmarket too, to 
eliminate the need for patients to 
come to Bury.

ANDREW 

BURTON spoke 

to him f 

What draws \

music of Part, Adams and Glass? 

These are composers who have 
written strikingly different music, 
starting out in the 20th century and 
continuing into the 21st century. Their 
music found an audience that wasn't 
necessarily used to going to concerts, 
and they extended the concert-going 
audience's ideas of what music is and 
could be. 

What do you hope Cambridge 
audiences will feel when they see the 
concert? 

An audience makes a special effort 
when they come to hear music. They 
are not sitting at home, or listening 
to music on headphones. They have 
set aside their evening. What I hope 
is the audience will be rewarded and 
stimulated. If someone goes to see an 
exhibition at an art gallery, they can 
mull over a particular work of art, think 
about it, then return and have another 
crack at it. In the concert hall, that's 


difficult to pull off. You've got to be 'in 
the present'. 

What I hope to have is an audience 
that actively listens. I'm assuming 
people who come to the concerts on 
our UK tour will come because they are 
curious. They may know one or another 
of the works but I doubt any of them 
will have heard all three, and certainly 
not live. So I'm hoping there'll be a 
sense of adventure and discovery. 

What does minimalism mean to you? 

The term was originally coined 
because, after decades of music 
becoming more and more complicated 
harmonically and technically, there was 
suddenly this new music that didn't 
require any of these virtues we had all 
worked so hard to acquire. 

For the musicians, it was a dash 
of cold water: suddenly they were 
no longer required to play exotically 
intricate and difficult chromatic lines 
where their instruments and their 
capabilities were stretched to the limit. 
Instead, they were simply required to 
take two or three simple, motivic ideas 
and play them rhythmically accurately 
and in tune. 

These are qualities we associate more 
with our classical repertoire. There's 
a saying that Mozart's music is too 
difficult for the professional and too 
easy for the amateur, and there's a lot 
of truth to that. 

The music of these minimalist 
composers goes back to the basic 
virtues of good musicianship and also, 
on the audience's part, of listening. 

The audience is almost required to be 
in a meditative state at some points; 
not to be impatient, to take the time to 
let events unfold. In the 19th century, 
this was common. After all, it's what 
you need to do when you hear, say, a 
Bruckner symphony. 

What inspired you to become a 
conductor? 

I wouldn't use the word 'inspired'. I 
am a pianist and try to keep it up, with 
all the rigours and demands of my work. 
The word 'conductor' refers to a very 
specific activity in the musical world. 

It opens the doors to becoming a 
music director, or chief conductor, 
having entrepreneurial skills, it's a very 
active and pro-active way of being 
involved in the musical world."

AS Bob Golding prepares to once again 
take on one of the British comedy greats, 
JAMES RAMPTON asks him: what is it like 
walking in Eric Morecambe’s shoes? 

Cambridge-born Bob Golding is 
reprising one of the toughest roles in 
theatre. The Olivier-nominated actor 
will once again be donning his comedy 
glasses and pipe as the legendary comic 
Eric Morecambe. 

The one-man show, directed by 
Paul Hendy with help from Eric's son, 
associate producer Gary Morecambe, 
this is a brand new production of Tim 
Whitnall's Olivier Award-winning play. 

It tracks the star's trajectory from 
Music Hall performances to Christmas 
Day extravaganzas on the telly. 

"I was a jobbing actor who fell into 
it," Golding says. "A few years ago, I 
approached a producer about doing a 
one-man play, and he said, "You know 
what? You should play Eric Morecambe. 
You've got something of Eric about you." 

I thought, "Actually, there's something 
in that." Maybe it's my silliness. My kids 
are all daft as brushes - we come from a 


long line of brushes! 

"I was a huge fan of Eric's. I'm a British 
comedy geek and you can't be a fan 
of British comedy without being a fan 
of Morecambe and Wise. Watching 
Morecambe and Wise, you were 
guaranteed laughs. Their act was silly, 
and we Brits really like silly. They brought 
our family together, as they did everyone 
else's in the nation. I remember watching 
them with my nan who was laughing her 
head off. I was 7 when the Morecambe 
and Wise Christmas Special got 28.8 
million viewers on BBC1. Over half the 
country was watching - can you believe 
that? That figure will never be beaten." 

But why does he think the play works 
so well? 

"Because it's not just about Eric. I 
play 55 different characters. I play Eric 
and everyone else in his life. That gives 
the show real pace and energy. It's also 
a complete pleasure to perform. I did 
260 performances of this show a few 
years ago, but this is a completely new 
production with a new director. 

"It's lovely to be back. I still get the 


same joy as I ever did playing Eric. I feel 
this great sense of elation at the end of 
every show. 

"Eric's daughter Gail came 
unannounced to watch the show in 
Wellingborough. In the bar afterwards, 

I approached her and said, "You're Gail, 
aren't you?" She was in floods of tears. 

But he only started to get nervous 
when celebrities like Ant and Dec, 
Nicholas Parsons, Ronnie Corbett and 
Barry Cryer started coming along to see 
the show. 

Golding says:"But I'm so glad I've 
done it. It's our duty to remind people 
why Eric and Ernie were so brilliant and 
why we still have this enormous love 
and adoration for them. They were 
two simple men who provoked a huge 
reaction from the whole country."

THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN 2 (I2A, 142 mins) 
TWO is company but three super-villains are 
a crowd in Marc Webb’s action-packed sequel 
to his 2012 blockbuster, which successfully 
rebooted the Marvel Comics franchise. 

A Russian mobster in rhinoceros-shaped 
armour, a maligned Oscorp employee who 
can shoot electricity from his fingertips and 
an iconic green-skinned imp with daddy 
issues all vie for our attention during a rough 
'n' tumble 142 minutes. 

The film's special effects wizards oblige 
with dazzling sequences of Spider-Man 
swinging at breathless speed through the 
skyscrapers of New York. 

Such is the dizzying velocity of these set 
pieces, director Webb repeatedly employs 
slow-motion to make sense of the blurs of 
blue and red spandex. 

For all the sequel's technical prowess, 
which is considerable, it's the screen 
chemistry of Andrew Garfield and Emma 
Stone, who met on the first picture and 
have been dating ever since, which provides 
more bang than the digitally-rendered 
pyrotechnics. 

While Peter hones his powers, childhood 
friend Harry Osborn (Dane DeHaan) returns 
to the Big Apple to assume control of Oscorp 
in the wake of the death of his bullying 
father, Norman (Chris Cooper). 

Harry's ascension coincides with an 
industrial accident that transforms nerdy 
employee and Spider-Man fanatic, Max 
Dillon (Jamie Foxx), into an electrically- 
charged monster. 

Thus Peter must potentially give up his life 
to protect Gwen and Aunt May from harm. 

The Amazing Spider-Man 2 fleshes out 
the back story of the Parkers and their 
involvement in secret experiments. 

Peter and Gwen's turbulent romance is 
the cornerstone and the film soars - rather 
like the titular hero - whenever they are 
together.

JUST as Simon Cowell knows his music and 
Bake Off judge Paul Hollywood knows his 
cakes, so award-winning gardening legend 
Jim Buttress knows his onions. 

And his melons, aubergines, carrots, 
radish and runner beans. 

The plain-speaking horticulturalist, 
former Royal gardener and current RHS 
Britain in Bloom judge is now a judge 
in BBC2's new six-part series The Big 
Allotment Challenge. He pulls no punches 
judging harvests produced by contestants 
on their made-for-TV allotments. 

Filmed in a Victorian walled garden on 
the Mapledurham Estate in Oxfordshire, 
nine pairs of keen gardeners have spent 
months planning, planting and nurturing. 
Given their own greenhouses, they were 
handed particular vegetables, fruit and 
flowers to grow, as well as facing a number 
of additional weekly challenges, including 
flower arranging and chutney-making, 
judged by floral arrangement expert 
Jonathan Moseley and preserves specialist 
Thane Price. 

The series, presented by Fern Britton, 
was filmed last year from early spring until 
late summer, when award-winning Buttress 
then judged the produce, from blemish- 
free radishes to perfect sweet peas. 

So how harsh was he with this judging? 

"I was once nicknamed Judge Dread 
but you don't have to be hard, as long as 
you're fair and consistent in what you do," 
he insists. "You don't have to hurt people 
but you can tell them, 'This ain't good 
enough'. Just be fair, be honest and give 
people advice as to why they didn't win or 
they could have done better." 

Much of the advice he gives in this series 
is about the weather-related problems 
faced by competitors, because last spring 
was particularly cold. 

"Last year, March and April were awful. 
Light levels were appalling, we had a lot 
of cold weather and many people were

'caught cold'. Stuff was put out which 
wasn't hardy enough. The one thing you'll 
never beat is nature. Then Mr Pest and 
Mr Disease comes along. It happens to 
everybody. They had to find a way around 
that. 

"The most difficult thing is the timing. 
People who grow stuff in the garden 
generally don't have a deadline. Each 
week we set them a task, whether 
vegetables or flowers, and if they didn't 
have them ready then they didn't have 
an exhibit. Luckily they'd grown twice as 
much as they needed to guarantee they 
had something." 

The subsequent hot weather in summer 


helped the growth catch up, but then 
it required constant watering and some 
produce needed slowing down. 

The second strand of the competition, 
which is growing flowers, also put up its 
own problems, Buttress says. 

"Thrift was a menace last year with 
gladioli. They get the mottling vein. 

When the judge is looking at the exhibit, 
whatever it is, it's the overall impression 
that matters. Is it free of blemish? That 
includes the root and the leaves and 
everything else. With the hot weather, 
stuff started to move much more quickly 
and required covering and protecting 
from the direct sun. They had the risk that 
sweet peas would flower too quickly." 

Away from the cameras and looking 
at other people's gardening, Buttress is 
busy with his own efforts - he will be 
building the Homebase - Time To Reflect 
garden with designer Adam Frost at the 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show, and he is 
also helping to produce a display in the 
pavilion to mark charity Perennial's 175th 
anniversary.

The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

AS the SMMT reports a 17.7 per cent 
increase in new 14-plate car sales in 
March (see story on page 24), leading 
remarketing business, British Car 
Auctions (BCA), has released its data 
for the same month for used cars. 

BCA’s latest Pulse report shows the 
average value of a used car increased 
by £57 to £7,387 in March - the highest 
monthly value this year and the third 
highest on record. BCA’s data showed 
that used car values werea head by 
£387 or 5.5 per cent, year-on-year. 

Tim Naylor, editor of BCA’s annual 
Used Car Market Report explained: 
“Despite volumes remaining signifi¬ 
cantly higher than we have seen in re¬ 
cent months, demand was very strong 
across the range of cars on offer at BCA 
in March. 

“In fact, used car sales have been ex¬ 
ceptionally buoyant in the first three 
months of this year. Much of this must 
be down to motorists feeling a little 
more confident as the economy im¬ 
proves and looking to change their cur¬ 
rent used car for a newer and possibly 


more economical model. Even though 
the economic conditions are improv¬ 
ing, research carried out by BCA in Jan¬ 
uary shows that the cost of fuel remains 
top of the list of concerns for motorists, 
so fuel economy is very important.” 

He continued: “But as Easter ap¬ 
proaches, we expect to see some down¬ 


ward pressure on average values and 
the market is already showing early 
signs of softening. People tend to turn 
their attention to paying for the sum¬ 
mer holiday once Easter has been and 
gone, and plans for changing the family 
car often get postponed until the early 
autumn.”

IT says a lot about Nissan’s 
recent success that the big¬ 
gest rival the new Qashqai 
has is the old one, writes 
Chris Lilly. 

The original became a best¬ 
selling compact crossover 
and kick-started the trend for 
manufacturers to make fam¬ 
ily hatches on stilts. 

Even towards the end of 
its production life, the old 
Qashqai remained around 
the top of its class and com¬ 
peted well against newer 
models from other manufac¬ 
turers. 

Like the ‘difficult second 
album’, Nissan has a tough 
task to replicate the first 
Qashqai’s success - so how 
does the new one measure 
up? 

When you walk up to the 
Qashqai two things quickly 
become clear. Firstly, it’s ob¬ 
vious how well designed the 
Nissan is. The styling is nice¬ 
ly balanced and, even with 
a number of bold shapes, 
it isn’t so extreme as to put 
buyers off (unlike its little 
brother, the Juke!). 

Secondly, it isn’t until you 
get up close that you realise 
how much work has been 
done on the car’s surfacing. 
There are many creases and 
curves that you just can’t 
pick out from photographs 
and the level of detail in the 
bodywork is a good indicator 
of the work put into the rest 
of the car. 

Nissan hasn’t just worked 
hard on the exterior it’s the 
cabin where the new Qashqai 
excels most. 

It’s bigger than before 
thanks to Nissan adding a 
smidge of extra width and a 
little added length. This is re¬ 
flected in the space available 
inside which will easily cope 
with four adults or a family 
of five - along with any re¬ 
quired luggage. These occu¬ 
pants not only have good lev¬ 
els of head, leg and shoulder 
room - a six-foot adult has 
ample space in the back - but 
they’ll also be comfy as the 
seats are excellent. 

The load space has a few 
clever storage ideas, includ¬ 


ing a flat floor that can be re¬ 
moved to give a deeper load 
bay. That floor can also be 
tilted up to the perpendicu¬ 
lar and placed in a couple of 
deep grooves to divide the 
space into convenient com¬ 
partments. 

The rest of the interior sees 
similar touches and signs 
of quality. There’s lighting 
around the gearstick and the 
dash and instruments are 
made from quality materials 
and are clear and easy to use. 
The dials are set back in the 
binnacles and the steering 
wheel is a good size and clut¬ 
ter-free. Its focus is clearly for 
turning the car rather than 
for phoning someone while 
setting the cruise control/ 
changing radio stations. 

That isn’t to say that the 
Qashqai is lacking in tech¬ 
nology - far from it. 

I tested the top-spec Tekna 
edition which had so many 
safety features as to make 
your head spin. Most useful 
of these was the all-round 
view which uses cameras be¬ 
low the badge on the grille, 
the wing mirrors and the 
boot release to give you a ‘top 
down’ view of your surround¬ 
ings - as though a helicopter 
is hovering above you, send¬ 
ing a video feed to the screen. 

This makes parking much 
simpler and, although it 
sounds gimmicky, quickly 
proves useful in car parks, 
becoming something you rely 
on. 

The Qashqai’s best feature 
isn’t the clever technology 
or comfy cabin though but is 
found from the driver’s seat 
- the new Nissan is a really 
good car to drive. 

Obviously it’s not going 
to compete with a Ferrari in 
terms of driving dynamics 
since it’s a family car - but 
you can have a laugh in it 
should you wish, a rarity 
with this type of car. 

There is more grip through 
the corners th an you first im¬ 
agine and the car stays pretty 
level through those bends, 
holding on with no hint of 
understeer, even when driv¬ 
en with plenty of spirit. 


The ride is even better than 
the handling though. Despite 
offering strong levels of grip, 
the suspension never gets 
uncomfortable and will soak 
up the worst Cambridge’s 
roads have to throw at it. 
Speed bumps and pot holes 
are dealt with easily, but 
equally the ride is not so soft 
as to bounce the car about. 

The balance between ride 
and handling has been struck 
perfectly and exactly match¬ 
es the needs of owners. 

This, combined with the 
well-weighted steering and 
slick gear change offer one 
overriding adjective for 
describing the Qashqai - 
smooth. 

I realise that this test 
sounds glowing and, as with 
any car, the Qashqai has 
flaws - there just aren’t many 
of them. 

The base of the front pillar 
and driver’s side wing mir¬ 
ror combine to create quite a 
blind spot while the engine I 
tested was a bit gutless. 

That said, I drove a 1.2 DIG- 
T turbo petrol unit which 
produces 113bhp and 140 lb 
ft of torque so it’s not unex¬ 
pected that it can be found 
wanting when worked hard. 

If I were spending my own 
money on a new Qashqai I 
would pick the 1.5dCi diesel 
engine. It produces a little 
less power but the 192 lb ft of 
torque will prove more useful 
and, having driven the same 
powerplant in other Nissan 
and Renault models, it’s of¬ 
ten a good pick. It costs a bit 
more than the 1.2 DIG-T but 
emits just 99g/km C02 and 
returns more than 70mpg. To 
compare, I averaged mid to 
high 40s in the test model. 

Other than those few 
points, the Qashqai is a fan¬ 
tastic car and should definite¬ 
ly be considered when look¬ 
ing for a family workhorse. 
Nissan has worked hard to 
improve on the original and 
has done so successfully - a 
terrifying piece of news for 
those aiming to break the 
Qashqai’s dominance.

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Marrakech misery for Huff

ROB Huff suffered a disastrous start 
to the World Touring Car Champion¬ 
ship as mechanical problems meant 
the Lada Sport Lukoil driver failed to 
finish the first race in Morocco and 
did not start the second. 

The Newmarket driver, whose 
team had had limited testing, had to 
come into the pits after just six laps of 
the first race at the Circuit Moulay El 
Hassan street track in Marrakech, as 
his Granta Sport TCI was misfiring, 
and he was unable to continue. 

The car had suffered turbo failure 
and could not be fixed in time for the 
second race. 

Huff, who won the title in 2012, did 
eventually come onto the track for a 
couple of laps to allow the team to 
collect some data as they look to get 
in better shape for the next meeting 
in France this weekend. 

“I’m trying to take it positive, we’re 
learning a lot because we went here 
without testing at all,” said Huff. 

Jose Maria Lopez took victory in 
the first race, as the Citroen Total 
team completed a one-two-three. 

The Argentine crossed the line 
ahead of team-mates Sebastien Loeb 
and Yvan Muller. The three C-Elisee 
cars led from lights to flag, creating a 
huge gap between them and the rest 
of the field. 

There was more joy for Citroen in 
the second race. Loeb took his maiden 
win in the WTCC in what was only his 
second start in this championship. 

Lopez, who is the first leader of the 
championship, thanks to the pole 
position points, finished second. 

The race was marked by an acci¬ 
dent at the start between polesetter 
Tom Coronel and Mehdi Bennani. In 
the melee, the Citroen of Muller was 


also an innocent victim. 

Hugo Valente took a brilliant first 
podium with the Campos Racing 
Chevrolet. 

Huff’s team-mate James Thomp¬ 
son finished 10th in the first race but 
did not start the second due to prob¬ 
lems with the brakes and cooling sys¬ 
tem.

JOCKEY James Doyle compared 
riding QIPCO 2000 Guineas favour¬ 
ite Kingman to driving a Ferrari fol¬ 
lowing his scintillating display in the 
Greenham Stakes at Newbury last 
Saturday 

John Gosden’s colt, who carries 
the Khalid Abdullah silks of the 
mighty Frankel, rocketed to the 
top of ante-posts lists for the first 
Classic of the season with a 
brilliant display, pulling four and 
a half lengths clear without being 
extended. 

Plenty of talented opponents will 
be lying in wait on the Rowley Mile 
on May 3, with the much-vaunted 
Australia rated his biggest threat 
at this stage, but Doyle is quietly 
confident Kingman will come out 
on top. 

He said: “It was a good perfor¬ 
mance. I was really pleased with him. 

“His ability was not doubted, it was 
just a case of getting another run into 


him. That was a job well done. 

“I was never really worried 
(during the race). His work has 
been very good. When I rode him in 
a piece of work, in two strides I was 
on top of the lead-horse so I was 
never concerned. 

“He has got fantastic cruising 
speed, like Mr Gosden said. At the 
furlong pole when I asked him to 
go about his business, he dropped 
down a gear and got lower to the 
ground and picked up very well. 

“It’s like being in a Ferrari, com¬ 
ing around a bend and dropping 
down a gear. 

“The closer to the line we got, the 
more he was drawing away. 

“Proper good ground will be per¬ 
fect for him (at Newmarket). 

“You’d have to question whether 
one would be good enough to go 
past him (in the Guineas).” 

Meanwhile, Christophe Soumillon 
has been booked to ride Noozhoh 


Canarias in the QIPCO 2000 Guineas 
at Newmarket on May 3. 

Enrique Feon’s three-year-old 
will become the first Spanish- 
trained horse to run in a British 
Classic when he takes his chance 
on the Rowley Mile next month, 
earning his place with an impres¬ 
sive comeback victory in Madrid at 
the end of March. 

Jose Fuis Martinez has guided 
Noozhoh Canarias to each of his 
four career victories, but Soumil¬ 
lon, who was in the saddle when 
the colt suffered his only defeat 
in last October’s Prix Jean-Fuc Fa- 
gardere at Fongchamp, will get 
back on board at HQ. 

Feon said: “Everything is going very 
well and we are more or less where we 
want to be ahead of the Guineas. 

“I am travelling over to Newmar¬ 
ket on Wednesday (for the Craven 
meeting) and I am looking forward 
to it. 


“The horse came out of his last 
race very well, he is much fitter and 
stronger now and we will see where 
we are next month. 

“Christophe Soumillon will ride 
him at Newmarket.” 

Feon, who used to work for New¬ 
market trainer James Fanshawe 
and was once the work rider of the 
five-time Group One winner Soviet 
Song, is under no illusions about 
the task facing his stable star. 

The trainer admits he was blown 
away by the brilliant display of John 
Gosden’s new Guineas favourite 
Kingman in Saturday’s Greenham 
Stakes at Newbury. 

“I watched the race and it really 
was amazing,” said Feon. 

“It was a beautiful performance 
and he looks a very good horse. 

“We want to know where we are 
and we will find out at Newmarket.”
